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Stanford Fire Dept, improvements successful 


City residents won't pay more for insurance 
thanks to improved public protection score

STANFORD — Stanford 
Fire Department has success¬ 
fully proven itself to the 


Insurance Services Office 
and prevented a rating down¬ 
grade that could have caused 
insurance rates in the city to 
spike. 

Fire Chief Scott Maples 


said he got a letter from ISO 
on Oct. 7 confirming the fire 
department had succeeded in 
meeting all the criteria to 
avoid dropping one rank in 
the insurance underwriting 
agency's classification sys¬ 
tem. 

"What has been accom¬ 
plished really is a big deal for 


the city," Maples said. "Just a 
tremendous amount of hours 
put in to make this happen." 

ISO first warned Stanford 
in May that it was poised to 
lose its current Public 
Protection Class 4 rating and 
drop to Class 5. In order to 
keep its current rating, the 
fire department had to submit 


a plan of correction and then 
show proof that its perform¬ 
ance was improving. 

The possible drop was pre¬ 
cipitated by poor fire depart¬ 
ment scores over the prior 
three years in areas like num¬ 
ber of firefighters responding 
to fires, use of the fire depart¬ 
ment ladder truck and the 


number of training hours per 
firefighter. 

Overall, the fire depart¬ 
ment had earned 54.67 cred¬ 
its out of a possible 100 from 
the ISO evaluation. The last 
time the department had been

STANFORD — The princi¬ 
pal at Stanford Elementary 
School has decided to step 
down from his position, 
Lincoln School District 
Superintendent Karen Hatter 
confirmed Monday afternoon. 

"Ifs kind of a sudden deci¬ 
sion," Hatter 
said of the let¬ 
ter she 

received from 
Principal Dan 
Story last 

week. "His let¬ 
ter said he 
wanted to resign as principal 
and we accepted it." 

Hatter said Story is still 
serving as principal until an 
interim principal is appointed. 
The Stanford school council 
discussed options for an inter¬ 
im principal at a special meet¬ 
ing Tuesday and voted to have 
Hatter appoint someone. 

‘T don’t know who that will 
be. I started working on it by 
putting out some feelers,” 
Hatter said. ‘T thought they 
would say, ‘we want this per¬ 
son,’ and give me a name, but 
they didn’t. So I’m going to 
have to work on it.” 

Hatter said she hasn't talked 
to Story about his reasons for 
stepping down yet, but 
believed it could have to do 
with the school's state assess¬ 
ment scores. 

"Ifs an unusual situation, 
spurred on I'm sure by the 
school's low K-PREP scores," 
she said. "He didn't say that in 
his letter — thafs specula¬ 
tion." 

Stanford Elementary scored 
an overall 46.3 on the state K- 
PREP scores released last 
month, placing it 664th among

STANFORD — A pop 
music star well-known to 
music fans of the 70s and 80s 
will visit Stanford Saturday 
for the unveiling of a new 
historical marker in front of 
the old Lincoln County 
courthouse. 

Rita Coolidge, who chart¬ 
ed 24 singles on U.S. charts 
between 1969 and 1990, is 
scheduled to be in attendance 
when the cover comes off the 
marker commemorating the 
importance of the Cherokee 
people in the forming of 
Kentucky. 

Coolidge is part Cherokee, 
a heritage she embraces 
through her more recent 
musical projects during the 
past two decades, according 
to biography information 
from the Biography Channel. 

Local historian Angela 


Arnett, who has Cherokee 
ancestry herself, worked 
with the Lincoln County 
Historical Society and a 


number of private donors to 
help make the historical 
marker a reality. 

One side of the marker 


will display information 
about the Treaty of 
Sycamore Shoals, which 
transferred ownership of the 
area now known as 
Kentucky from the 

Cherokees to the 

Transylvania Land 

Company, Arnett said. 

"It was the largest land 
cession in U.S. history up to 
that point," she said. "It led 
immediately to the settle¬ 
ment of all the forts, includ¬ 
ing Fort Logan." 

Fort Logan was built on 
land that is now part of mod¬ 
ern-day Stanford. 

The other side of the mark¬ 
er will feature biographical 
information about Chief 
Doublehead, a historically 
significant Cherokee chief 
who signed multiple treaties 
with European settlers. Chief

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Arrest made in Danville triple homicide 


Police say Pulaski County preacher killed Stanford couple 
and Richmond man in September pawn shop shooting

DANVILLE — A Baptist preach¬ 
er from Pulaski County was arrest¬ 
ed last Wednesday and charged 
with three counts of murder in the 
shooting deaths of three people, 
including a Stanford couple, at a 


Danville pawn shop last month. 

Kenneth A. Keith, 48, of 
Burnside was arrested at his busi¬ 
ness, Gold Rush Gold Buyers in 
Somerset, on Oct. 9 by officers 
from Danville, Somerset, Kentucky 
State Police and the federal Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, 
said Danville police Capt. Robert 


Estill. 

Keith is charged with mur¬ 
der in the deaths of Mike and 
Angela Hockensmith, who 
operated ABC Gold, Games 
and More on Fourth Street, 
and Daniel P. Smith, a gold 
buyer from Richmond, who 
were gunned down inside the busi¬ 
ness the morning of Sept. 20. 

Keith also is charged with first- 
degree robbery. 

According to Keith’s arrest war¬ 


rant, he had “intimate 
knowledge” of the crime 
scene, including the number 
of times one of the victims 
was shot. He also matched 
the physical description of 
the suspect provided by wit¬ 
nesses, and his silver 2008 
Dodge Caravan is similar to one 
seen by witnesses and in surveil-

In September, Reynolds fled 
and escaped police on two sep¬ 
arate occasions, Folger said. 

Reynolds is wanted by the 
sheriff and the Stanford Police 
Department on charges includ¬ 
ing fleeing and evading police, 
wanton endangerment and 
receiving stolen property. 
Folger said authorities are con¬ 
sidering him "armed and dan¬ 
gerous." 

Reynolds is described as 
standing 5 feet 11 inches tall, 
weighing 170 pounds and hav¬ 
ing brown hair and blue eyes.

Court case deals 
with public's 
right to know 


The First Amendment is 
very clear in its 45 words 
that it protects a “free 
press” along with our rights 
to religious freedom, free 
speech and the rights to 
assemble and petition. 

But the Founders, in 
effect, placed a responsibili¬ 
ty on that free press in 
return for being the only 
profession named in the Bill 
of Rights: The news media 
were to be a “watchdog on 
government,” providing us 
with the facts, perspective 
and sometimes contrarian 
views that help citizens bet¬ 
ter chart the course of their 
government. 

One of the latest version 
of that centuries-old daily 
duty is playing out now in a 
Wisconsin courtroom, 
where a coalition of news 
and freedom of information 
groups are trying to extract 
information from closed 
court records about a previ¬ 
ously undisclosed e-mail 
system involving 
Milwaukee County offi¬ 
cials. 

This particular effort 
engages not only the watch¬ 
dog role, but also the pub¬ 
lic’s right to information 
obtained in the course of 
judicial proceedings, and 
even implicates freedom of 
information laws intended 
to keep the public’s business 
“public.” 

The Milwaukee Journal 
Sentinel and others are 
seeking to access to public 
records collected during a 
sealed investigation of 
charges that included county 
employees campaigning on 
the public's dime for now- 
Gov. Scott Walker, then 
county executive and men¬ 
tioned as a possible 
Republican presidential can¬ 
didate. Convictions result¬ 
ing from the investigation 
revealed a "private" email 
system by which certain 
trusted members of 
Walker’s staff could com¬ 
municate outside official 
channels open to public 
view and inspection. 

The use of such alternate 
e-mail arrangements, in 
which public officials con¬ 
duct discussions about offi¬ 
cial business outside regu¬ 
lar, known government e- 
mail systems, have been 
reported to have been used 
by federal agencies, Obama 
administration Cabinet offi¬ 
cers, the New York City 
mayor’s office, and even by 
members of a New Jersey 
local library board. 

Laws on public records 
and private e-mails vary 
greatly across the nation, 
and administrative decisions 
and court ruling also fail to 
draw clear lines. 

In September, the 
National Archives told 
Congress that federal offi¬ 
cials may use non-official 
addresses but that the 
exchanges have to be kept 
and made public in response 
to freedom of information 
requests. But in July, in 
Illinois, an appellate court 
ruled in City of Champaign 
V. Madiganthat under that

state’s FOI laws, private e- 
mails and other electronic 
communications are not 
automatically public records 
just because officials discuss 
public matters - unless the 
messages are sent during a 
public meeting. In 
Wisconsin, courts have ruled 
that emails between officials 
conducting the public's busi¬ 
ness are assumed to be pub¬ 
lic records subject to the 
State's Open Records Law. 

The “watchdog” role may 
at times require active tac¬ 
tics by the press, as in the 
court filing by The 
Milwaukee Journal Sentinel, 
which believes the public 
has a right to know what 
kind of business county offi¬ 
cials were conducting 
through an alternative email 
system. 

The newspaper cites long- 
held legal standing for the 
public to know what is 
going on in its courts, citing 
even an 1849 state law guar¬ 
anteeing citizens the right to 
attend court sessions, as well 
as later state and federal 
court rulings on open courts 
and open records. 

"Our founders knew that 
citizens couldn't make 
informed decisions about 
public policy and the job 
their elected representative 
were doing unless they knew 
what they were up to," said 
George Stanley, Journal 
Sentinel managing editor. 
"We think these records 
belong to the public, not to 
government officials who 
might be embarrassed by 
what's in them. But if s a 
right you have to keep fight¬ 
ing for, over and over again. 
And all of the state's 
Freedom of Information 
advocates, including the 
Associated Press, the state 
broadcasters and the 
Wisconsin State Journal are 
with us." 

If successful, the motion 
by the newspaper and its 
partners to unseal the inves¬ 
tigation’s records will let the 
public in Wisconsin judge 
for themselves whether the 
state’s “sunshine” laws were 
violated. It will mark anoth¬ 
er opportunity to set a new 
“openness standard” for the 
nation in using new technol¬ 
ogy in conducting the pub¬ 
lic’s business. 

But it already marks yet 
another example where a 
news organization — in this 
case, one that already has a 
number of Pulitzer Prizes in 
recent years for great report¬ 
ing — also is living up to its 
constitutional duty to repre¬ 
sent the public.

Government shutdown will soon 
be leaving poor kids hungry

For many kids, school food provides 
the main source of nutrition they 
receive on a daily basis. During the 
government shutdown, this program is 
especially critical for our children due 
to cuts in the SNAP and other supple¬ 
mental nutrition programs as well as the 
sudden disappearance of millions of 
paychecks. But even our school lunch 
program is in jeopardy. Some school 
districts are now reporting that if the 
shutdown is not resolved by November 
1, their free and reduced-price lunch 
program will take a major hit. 

Suddenly the fractures and nuttiness 
that pervades Washington may result in 
hundreds of thousands of hungry chil¬ 
dren 

Make no mistake: The school break¬ 
fast and lunch programs feed millions 
of children who really need it. During 
the economic decline, the number of 
children registering for the National 
School Lunch Program has climbed - 
up 25 percent in some states. 

And it’s not just the ability to pro¬ 
vide food, but what kids actually get to 


eat at school, which fortunately has 
been improving. Over the past year, 50 
million school kids saw the promise of 
a healthier lunch menu thanks to the 
“Healthy, Hunger-Free Kids Act.” The 
program requires schools to serve more 
fresh fruits, vegetables and whole grains 
as well as more sources of lean protein, 
and encourages school gardens and 
nutrition education programs. 

New federal regulations for school 
lunches and vending machines start tak¬ 
ing effect next year. Under the new 
rules, vending machine food has to be 
healthier, and contain mostly fruits, 
vegetables, protein, or dairy or contain 
at least 50 percent whole grains. There 
is an outright ban on soda and caps on 
calories that come from sweetening 
additives, saturated fat, sodium, and 
sugar. 

Thankfully obesity rates are starting 
to decline. The Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) studied the issue and 
found the obesity rate for poor children 
fell in 18 states and the Virgin Islands 
between 2008 and 2011. The CDC 
reports that new nutrition standards 
played a role in many states, including 
Mississippi which saw its childhood 


obesity rate drop by 13 percent in only 
five years. 

We all know that fresh food, if pre¬ 
pared properly, delivers more nutrients, 
reduces carbon emissions, connects 
schools to their communities and bene¬ 
fits the local economy. Studies have 
proven that what kids are eating 
impacts their test scores; their ability to 
concentrate; the levels of school vio¬ 
lence; and students’ good feelings about 
themselves. 

Given the impact that the shutdown 
is having on our country’s poor children 
and their ability to eat, it is somewhat 
ironic that this week begins National 
School Lunch Week, which runs from 
October 14th to October 18th this year. 
During this time of government shut¬ 
down, we are reminded what a vital 
program school lunch is and how it can 
be transformed to better meet nutrition¬ 
al needs. The week-long observance, 
which is a largely untapped opportunity 
to continue the badly needed conversa¬ 
tion about our children’s health, creates 
a nationwide platform to continue the 
revolution that has been started.

At times, conversations 
may be an exchange of idle 
words, but they can be much 
more. A conversation may be 
a meaningful exchange of 
words through which persons 
communicate at a deeper 
level in a way that is inspiring, 
uplifting, encouraging and 
strengthening.

These grow 
wild but can be eaten, they 
are better after the first 
frost, if you can get them 
before the possum or squir¬ 
rels gather for food.

University in Richmond 
with my family. Danielle, 
Mark and Erin Lowery are 
the triplet children of Ellen 
Schlappi Lowery and 
Larry. They are now 21 
years old. I can hardly 
believe they are that old 
already, time seems to pass 
so quickly. 

Farming can be danger¬ 
ous as are other jobs, but 
machinery can be tricky 
sometimes. There was a 
tractor - wagon accident 
here lately that injured two 
people. A tractor was 
pulling a wagon loaded 
with tobacco, the wagon 
began swinging back and 
forth, not tracking well, the 
tractor turned over from 
the tugging of the wagon. 
We are so glad no one was 
seriously hurt. 

The walnuts are begin¬ 
ning to fall and the price 
should be good this year, 
usually around $12 a hun¬ 
dred pounds. 

I have a big cactus on my 
porch that I have been 
watching every day. Buds 
appeared a couple weeks 
ago, anxious to see it 
bloom. I’d go out first 
thing every morning to see 
how it had progressed. 
Saturday morning when I 
looked, it had bloomed a 
ten inch across, light green 


with purple stipes cross¬ 
wise, a perfect star bloom. 
A friend gave me a small 
start of the cactus and I 
have really enjoyed watch¬ 
ing it grow. 

Sometimes I don’t have 
much local news, but I like 
to write what I see, hope 
you all enjoy what you can 
see through my writing.

Stanford board of directors voted Oct. 9 to 
withdraw the request it made Oct. 3 for a 
state hearing where it could have chal¬ 
lenged the need for McKinney Rescue 
Squad to resume operations as an ambu¬ 
lance service. 

“The only reason we did it to begin with 
was because time was short and we were 
trying to protect our interest,” Hill said. 

McKinney Rescue Squad has been 
closed for business since May, when it 
ceased operations unexpectedly and lost its 
state license shortly after that. 

Since then, its board of directors has 
been in the process of applying for a cer¬ 
tificate of need from the state, which 
would allow it get a new license and begin 
responding to 911 calls again. 

Earlier this month, Stanford EMS sub¬ 
mitted a preliminary proposal to 
McKinney Rescue Squad, proposing that 
Stanford take over operating McKinney’s 
ambulances and McKinney lease its ambu¬ 
lance garage to Stanford. 

As part of the proposal, Stanford wanted 
McKinney board members to withdraw 
their application for a certificate of need 
and agree not to operate a separate ground 
ambulance service for at least 10 years. 

McKinney Rescue Squad board member 
Greg Snow said last week he feels “a lot 
better” about the situation now that the 
hearing request has been withdrawn and 
McKinney can pursue its license with one 
fewer hurdle in the way. 

McKinney board members felt they 
were being treated dishonestly before 
because they had believed Stanford EMS 
was supportive of their attempt to regain 
their license. Snow said. 

“They just got too greedy on that propos¬ 
al,” he said. “They wanted it all.” 

McKinney board Chairman James 
Williams said his ambulance service has 
yet to receive official word that the hearing 
request has been withdrawn. The state 
Cabinet for Health and Family Services, 
which is in charge of certificates of need, 
did not respond before press time to 
requests from The Interior Journal for 
information on the status of McKinney’s 
certificate of need. 

Williams and other board members 
decided at a board meeting Monday night 
against taking any action that could nega¬ 
tively affect McKinney’s relationship with 
Stanford. 

But board members said they were still 
upset at how Stanford handled the situation 
and angry at what appeared to them to be 
an attempt at a “takeover.” 

McKinney board member Daryl 
McDonald expressed the strongest opposi¬ 
tion to the idea of letting Stanford replace 
McKinney Rescue Squad as the ambulance 
service provider for the community. 

“I’m against it under any terms or on any 
time frame,” he said. 

McKinney isn’t interested in coming to 
any agreement with Stanford until it hears 
back from the state on its certificate of 
need, but after that, striking up a coopera¬ 
tive arrangement could be a possibility, 
Snow said. 

“I wouldn’t say it’s out of the picture, but 
at this time it’s not being considered 
because we’re waiting to see what happens 
with our certificate of need,” he said. 

Hill was likewise optimistic the two 
organizations could find common ground. 

“I think it was not particularly warm,” he 
said of the relationship between the ambu¬ 
lance services. “But hopefully ... we can 
work things out.”

Maples said the department has guidelines 
in place that require firefighters to make a 
certain number of runs in order to remain 
active department members.

Stanford's previous fire chief, Kenny 
McDaniel, took the position in October 2003 
after serving previously as a Stanford police 
officer. He was chief in 2007, when Mayor 
Bill Miracle said there was "controversy sur¬ 
rounding the fire department. 

"Due to the controversy or whatever, some 
of (the firefighters) left on their own and I 
asked some of them to leave," Miracle said in 
May, after the possible ISO downgrade was 
announced. "We weren't resolving any prob¬ 
lems and it just seemed like we were just 
going back and forth all the time between the 
chief and some of the volunteers." 

McDaniel went on medical leave in June 
2012. He officially retired in January.

Stanford's new Public Protection ISO score 
is a 60.17. The fire departmenfs portion of 
that score increased from 23.24 to 27.17 after 
the plan of correction was completed, records 
from Maples show. 

If the fire department had not met its goals 
in the plan of correction and the city's rating 
had dropped to Class 5, officials have esti¬ 
mated insurance prices for city residents 
could have increased by 10 to 15 percent. 

Maples said the department is going to 
continue trying to improve itself, but reach¬ 
ing a Class 3 rating is difficult without hav¬ 
ing a full-time paid department. 

"We have a lot of competent members on 
this department," he said. "You can get a 3, 
but it takes a lot more. We're in good shape 
for a department our size. I credit the depart¬ 
ment — we've come a long way."

He also won an acquittal for 
Brittany Miller of Casey 
County, who was accused of 
trying to poison her grand¬ 
father to death with 
antifreeze. 

Keith had operated King’s 
Corner and other pawn 
shops in Danville for years, 
and Michael Hockensmith 
had worked for him prior to 
taking over the business 
earlier this year and renam¬ 
ing it ABC. The 
Hockensmiths, who had ties 
to Pulaski County and lived 
in Stanford, had also been 
members of Keith’s church 
in Burnside. Keith also was 
friends with Smith, a long¬ 
time gold buyer who paid 
regular visits to area pawn 
shops. 

“It totally shocked me, to 
know Keith — everyone 
called him Allen — that he 
would be involved,” said 
ABC building owner Steve 
Divine on the night of 
Allen’s arrest. “I just can’t 
fathom this.” 

Divine, who was a partner 
with the Hockensmiths in 
the ABC business, did say 
there were some “hard feel¬ 


ings” between Mike 
Hockensmith and Keith 
around the time the store 
changed hands but said it 
didn’t appear to be a major, 
ongoing issue and declined 
to elaborate on the nature of 
their disagreement. 

“I’m going to have to see 
some proof before I’ll be 
able to believe he did this. It 
still doesn’t register,” 
Divine said. 

Estill said Keith was pas¬ 
tor at Main Street Baptist 
Church in Burnside. 
Authorities executed search 
warrants at the church and 
nearby home where Keith 
lives, as well as his Gold 
Rush business in downtown 
Somerset. 

Mike Hockensmith served 
as youth pastor for 
Mitchellsburg Baptist 
Church.

In seeking a warrant to 


search ABC after the shoot¬ 
ings, Danville Detective 
Kevin Peel noted that a 911 
call from “a small child” 
reporting the murders was 
made at 9:17 that morning: 

“The child stated that he 
was at King’s Corner Pawn 
(now known as ABC Gold 
Games and More) and that 
his parents had been shot. 
The child told the dispatcher 
that a man had come into the 
store and asked for money. 
The child described the man 
as being a white male wear¬ 
ing a hat, a fake mustache, 
glasses and a long green 
coat. The child told the dis¬ 
patcher that his parents were 
dead and lying on the floor 
and that the person who had 
shot them had left the build¬ 
ing.”

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County High School 
Principal Tim Godbey has a 
message for people who 
want to see more involve¬ 
ment between the communi¬ 
ty and the school: join the 
club. 

The fledgling Patriot 
Club, that is. 

When Lincoln County 
High School was designated 
a persistently low-achieve- 
ing school in 2011, one of 
the problems state assessors 
noted was a lack of commu¬ 
nity involvement at the 
school. 

While the high school has 
made huge strides academi¬ 
cally — rising to a “profi¬ 
cient” classification in just 
two years — Godbey said 
the Patriot Club is an effort 
to improve on that commu¬ 
nity-involvement area. 

“A couple years ago, that 
involvement was not very 
strong at all,” he said. “The 
goal was we wanted to cre¬ 
ate something — and we 
didn’t know at the time 
what it would become — 
but we wanted to create 
something ... that would 
link the school and the com¬ 
munity.” 

The resulting Patriot Club 
is led by community mem¬ 
bers who use four commit¬ 
tees to organize different 


initiatives. 

Two of those committees 
are focused on recognizing 
the successes of current and 
former students. The other 
two try to get students and 
teachers involved outside 
the walls of the school and 
parents and community 
members involved inside 
the walls, Godbey said. 

One of the first Patriot 
Club projects to lift off the 
ground is a hospital literacy 
initiative coordinated by the 
club’s Outreach Committee. 

Outreach Committee 
leader and math teacher 
Joanna Stevens said volun¬ 
teer students were able to 
collect 400-500 donated 
children’s books and 
assemble them into literacy 
care packages that are given 
out through Fort Logan 
Hospital to each new mom. 

“It’s not for a grade. 
They’re not getting paid to 
do it,” Stevens said. “They 
chose to stay after school 
and devote their time and 
efforts to help others. That’s 
impressive to me; it makes 
me proud.” 

To gather the books, the 
students working on the 
project split up into groups 
and turned it into a compe¬ 
tition to see which group 
could come up with the best 
ideas and collect the most 
books, junior Dalton 
Godbey said. 

The students collected 


most of the books during 
April and May, then organ¬ 
ized and assembled the lit¬ 
eracy care packages over 
the summer. In September, 
the hospital got its first 
delivery of care packages 
and began giving them out. 

The group gathered 
enough books to assemble 
enough packages to last the 
hospital close to a year, jun¬ 
ior Baleigh Lawson. 

“We’re students who 
value our education and we 
appreciate getting to go to 
school, and we want other 


kids to be that way,” 
Lawson said. 

Junior Kaylie Padgett said 
if more Lincoln County 
newborns are read to and get 
to read as they’re growing 
up, they will do better and 
better in their education. 

“Literacy starts when peo¬ 
ple are children,” Padgett 
said. 

The group plans for 
another book-donation cam¬ 
paign next year, but Dalton 
Godbey said they’re also 
working on other projects. 

Stevens said the literacy 


project has been a “win-win 
situation” because the com¬ 
munity is benefitting and the 
students are learning the 
importance of serving oth¬ 
ers. 

“I’d love for them to grow 
up to be math professionals, 
but it’s more important to 
me that they grow up serv¬ 
ing their community and 
valuing others,” she said. 

Principal Tim Godbey 
said other projects being 
worked on by the Patriot 
Club include creating a 
Lincoln County High 


School Hall of Fame for out¬ 
standing alumni; organizing 
a Day of Action through the 
United Way for students and 
teachers to participate in; 
and recognizing current stu¬ 
dent leaders with public dis¬ 
plays in busy community 
areas. 

“Hopefully, it’s something 
that 10 years down the road 
will still be active and will 
have an impact,” he said of 
the Patriot Club. “I’m excit¬ 
ed about what this group is 
going to accomplish just in 
this year alone.” 


Rockcastle men charged 
with theft, fleeing police

STANFORD ^ Two 
Rockcastle County men 
have been charged with 
theft, fleeing police and 
multiple other charges after 
police say they 
caught them trying to 
make off with scrap 
metal from a 
Boneyville Road 
farm. 

Brodhead residents 
James Blakey, 34, and 
Shannon Day, 39, 
also face counts of 
third-degree criminal 
trespassing and 
unlawful transaction 
with a minor. 

Lincoln County 
Sheriff Curt Folger 
said metal had 
already been taken from the 
Boneyville farm on Oct. 1, 
when the owner of the farm 
called to report two men 
"removing items from his 
farm" on Oct. 2. 

Folger responded to the 
farm and saw two men on 
his way to speak with the 
owner. One of the men he 
recognized as Blakey from 


prior run-ins, he said. 

After confirming the 
owner was OK, Folger said 
he turned around to pursue 
the two men and find out if 
they were the ones taking 
the items. But the men had 
begun fleeing through the 
farm's fields, he said. 

Folger called for 
backup and Deputy 
Bill Hester respond¬ 
ed, spotting the men 
in a field, running 
toward Ky. 78. The 
Stanford Police 
Department used the 
information from 
Hester to cut off the 
two men when they 
reached Ky. 78, 
Folger said. 

The metal stolen 
Oct. 1 was recovered 
from Eastern 

Kentucky Recycling Center, 
where it had been sold, 
Folger said. 

As of Tuesday, Blakey 
was being held in the 
Lincoln County Regional 
Jail on a $10,000 cash bond. 
Day, who also faces a 
charge of violating his 
parole, was being held with¬ 
out bond.

Blair, North 
Laurel too 
much for 
Lincoln 

Blair rushes for over 
300 yards, 4 IDs in 
48-21 win over Pats

LONDON - The North 
Laurel offense hit its stride 
Friday night against Lincoln 
County. 

The Jaguars, who had aver¬ 
aged 252 rushing yards in 
their first six games, rolled to 
a 48-21 win over the visiting 
Patriots behind a ground 
attack that rumbled for 507 
rushing yards. 

North Laurel rang up four 
third-quarter rushing touch¬ 
downs in the Class 5A, 
District 7 matchup to break 
open a close game and set the 
Jaguars (6-1, 2-1 district) up 
for the easy win. 

‘Tt was back and forth 
there for a while, but North 
Laurel is a good team and 
they came out and smacked 
us,” Lincoln coach Mike 
Settles said. “They are a good 
football team and they 
showed it tonight.” 

The cornerstone of the 
Jaguar offense was senior 
running back Gabe Blair, 
who ran the ball 34 times for 
a season-high 314 yards and 
four touchdowns. Blair’s per¬ 
formance pushed him over 
1,000 yards for the season 
and puts his touchdown total 
at 12. 

“He’s so effective,” said 
Settles. “Our kids watch him 
on film and they’re like, 
‘Wow! ’ because he’s so good. 
He’s a great player, a tough 
kid. He doesn’t want to come 
out of the game. He plays in 
all special teams, offense and 
defense. He’s so passionate 
about the game. It showed 
tonight with his production.” 

Blair wasted little time 
racking up the yardage, car¬ 
rying the ball seven out of 
eight times on the Jaguars’ 
opening possession, and cap¬ 
ping off the 50-yard drive 
with an 11-yard scoring run.

Tuesday night in the 45th 
District Tournament semifi¬ 
nals at Boyle County’s 
Rebel Stadium. 

With the win, their 12th 
shutout of the season, the 
Lady Patriots (14-3-3) 
advance to tonight’s cham¬ 
pionship game at 7 p.m.

convert on its first possession 
but managed to hit paydirt the 
next time around. Justin 
Hubble set the Patriots up in 
prime field position after a 
42-yard kickoff return to the 
North Laurel 42. Seven plays 
later, Lincoln evened up the 
score when Dalton Godbey, 
who was lO-for-25 passing 
for 208 yards, hit Marvin 
Robinson for a 31-yard 
touchdown pass.

Nathan Mattingly nailed 
the first penalty-kick shot in 
the shootout to put Lincoln 
ahead, then Young made a 
diving block to deny Daniel 
McAllister. Lincoln missed 
the opportunity to go up 2-0 
when Carter Dunn’s shot ric¬ 
ocheted off the left post and 
out of play. Corey Steber 
then stepped up to score on 
Young to even the shootout 
at 1-1. 

After three straight misses 
by Lincoln’s Jake Dunn and 
Blake Henderson and 
Danville’s Claudio 

Rodriguez, Ben McAllister 
finally registered a goal to 
put the Admirals up 2-1. 
Josh Gooch answered with a 
penalty kick on Lincoln’s 
fifth shot attempt to knot the 
game back up only to have 
Hayden Boyd deliver on 
Danville’s final PK to lift the 
Admirals over the Patriots 
and set up a Danville-Boyle 
County championship 
matchup Wednesday. 

Garcia said he had had 
some concerns as the game 
went from field play to a 
shootout. 

“Normally you feel pretty 
good about shootouts, not 
that I didn’t feel good about 
the shootout, but our boys 
were drained,” he said. “At 
that point, the momentum 
was really going towards 
them (Admirals)” 

The Lincoln mentor was¬ 
n’t concerned, though, about 
his choice to replace starting 
keeper Kyle Peters, who had 
nine saves in regulation and 
overtime, with Young. 

“Logan is better side-to- 
side. He gets side-to-side a 
lot quicker than Kyle does so 
that’s why I made the 
change,” Garcia said. “He 
made two big saves, we just 
couldn’t finish on our side. 
Carter and Jake, who are two 
clutch players, just missed 
and Blake had his shot 
blocked.” 

“When you come to the 
PK’s, you don’t get into a 
huddle and say, ‘You, you, 
you, you and you are going 
to shoot.’

Steps to maximize wheat yields 


Careful variety selection 
is one of the most impor¬ 
tant decisions you, as a 
wheat or livestock produc¬ 
er, will make this fall. For 
silage, hay or grain you 
want a variety that will 
produce top yields. Your 
first step is to study variety 
performance data. U.K. 
Small Grain Variety Trials 
provide information on 
many varieties tested 
under a range of environ¬ 
ments. These reports are 
available from the Lincoln 
County Office of the U.K. 
Extension Service. 

Selecting combine run 
cover crop wheat is not 
going to get you the top 
yields of grain, silage, or 
hay. Our U.K. variety test¬ 
ing program does both a 
grain yield comparison 
and a forage yield compar¬ 
ison. You will find there 
are some big differences in 
the yields of varieties. For 
example, from the best 
wheat for forage variety to 
the worst, there is a three 
ton per acre yield differ¬ 
ence. 

In selecting wheat vari¬ 
eties, consider proper 
maturity, sufficient winter 
hardiness, lodging poten¬ 
tial, disease and insect 
resistance, test weight and 
high yield potential. Once 
you’ve chosen varieties, 
use certified seed or seed 
of proven high quality 
from an established, rep¬ 
utable dealer. This is your 
guarantee of obtaining 
quality seed needed for 
highest yields. 


To achieve the proper 
stand establishment, 
develop the seeding rate 
based on the number of 
seeds per square foot or 
linear row foot. The opti¬ 
mum rate is 35 high-quali¬ 
ty seeds per square foot. If 
planting no-till, you can 
increase the rate up to 40 
seeds. Planting less than 
the optimum seeding rate 
will reduce yield potential. 
Seed size and seed weight 
vary greatly so it’s hard to 
give you an accurate 
pounds per acre rate, but in 
most situations you will 
need to sow 2 % to 2 !/2 
bushels of seed per acre 
for grain, and 2 Li to 2 3/4 
bushels for silage on hay. 
Calibrating your drills will 
help you plant the correct 
number of seeds for each 
variety. 

Your crop yield poten¬ 
tial starts with proper seed 
placement. Plant seeds one 
to one and one-half inches 
deep when soil moisture is 
adequate, slightly deeper if 
moisture is deficient. 
Rapid emergence and 
good root development 
begin with good seed soil 
contact. Drills do a pretty 
good job of this, but if you 
broadcast seed be sure to 
cultipack after seeding. 

The wheat planting date 
often is dictated by weath¬ 
er or a previous crop har¬ 
vest. Planting before 
October 10 can lead to 
insect and disease prob¬ 
lems as well as more 
potential for spring freeze 
damage. The optimum 


planting dates for our area 
are October 10 through 25. 
During October, soil tem¬ 
peratures usually are high 
enough for wheat to 
emerge in seven to 10 
days, or less. The time 
between first frost and 
winter dormancy is critical 
for an adequate number of 
tillers to develop therefore 
it must be seeded by 
October 25. If you are fol¬ 
lowing tobacco, com, soy¬ 
beans or alfalfa, you won’t 
need to apply any fall 
nitrogen. Going into fal¬ 
low ground or when 
drilling into grass pastures, 
you will benefit from 
applying 75 pounds of 
urea per acre. 

Check stand density 
around mid-February 
when you can rate winter 
survival. If the stand is 
adequate (25 plants per 
square foot or greater), 
apply 150 to 200 pounds 
urea per acre in mid-to 
late Febmary. If the stand 
is thin (less than 25 plants 
per square foot), apply 
175 to 200 pounds of urea 
per acre in mid-to late 
February. If the seeding is 
no-till then up the normal 
stand rate to 200 to 250 
pounds of urea and for a 
thin stand use 225-250 
pounds of urea per acre.

In a learning center set up 
as a doctor's office, the chil¬ 
dren engage in dramatic 
play as they dress in scrubs, 
lab coats, or other medical- 
related attire and use the 
available medical supplies 
to diagnosis their patients' 
illnesses. The children have 
the benefit of a view frame 
so a would-be radiologist 
can read the image on an x- 
ray negative. If a child 
chooses to be a patient he 
can wear a vest that has 
removable vital organs for 
the performance of really 
quick, painless surgeries. 

Next month the Center 
might become a space sta¬ 
tion or a campground, or 
maybe a Faiiy Tale castle - 
all in an effort to encourage 
the children to pretend. 

Because pretending is 
very important in a child's 


development. Children who 
know how to make believe 
develop good vocabularies, 
which are important for 
reading. They learn to coop¬ 
erate with others, to solve 
problems, and to think 
abstractly. All of these skills 
are important for success in 
school. When children pre¬ 
tend, they recall and recreate 
experiences. To do this, they 
fonn mental images. For 
example, to play the role of 
a doctor, children have to 
remember what tools the 
doctor or nurse used, how 
the doctor examined the 
patient, and what a doctor 
says. In playing a doctor or 
other roles, children learn to 
cooperate with others and to 
share their ideas. 

Families can encourage 
the same kind of pretend 
play at home by simply pro¬ 
viding some simple props. 
The child's imagination 
quickly takes over. When 
adults engage in pretend 
play with children they are 
teaching important skills 
and strengthening relation¬ 
ships that are the foundation 
for learning.
